SUBJECT I Meeting with Mesers. Welter Fincua and 
Roland Paul, 19 September 1960 


1. A meeting, arranged by Mr. John Maury, was held with 
Messrs, Walter PIncus and Boland Paul (investigators for the 
Symington Subcommittee on U.S, involvements and commitments 
abroad) on 18 September betv/eca 1615 and 1700 hours for the purpose 
of ascertaining tho areas and general lino of questioning, the 
security ccmBlderatims and the general modalltios of the scheduled 
e^ecutlv© session hearln, go by the Senate Foreign Eeiatioas Sub- 
25X1 A committee oa U.S, Security Agreements and Commitments Abroad, 
at which ] f has been requested to appear.

2. Mr. Maury opened the discussion by expressing Agency 
concern that testifying before this committee was in fact setting a 
precedent. Cur concern was that wa were testifying to members of 
the Senate other than our own subcojnrcittee and that the subject matter 
to be discussed was not a general situation briefing but a discussion of 
operational activities. In addition, tliere was the matter of public 
record despite the fact that those hearings were to be in executive 
session. Mr. Maury pointed out that throughout the world many of 
oar programs depended for their aucce ss on the confidence and clo se 
relations that vve had developed not cnlyl 


Ivir. Maury also raised the question of the 
protection of I I who, as a, career officer in tho 

Claude Etine Service, would depend m. continued anonymity and lack of 
public identification as a CIA officer for his career. Mr. PIncus 
replied that of course he and Mr, Paul would not reveal |

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identity but W 0 must realise that there will be a lot of ©harp now®- 
papermen around and these things usually come out one way or another. 
Therefore, Mr. Pincus made clear, we should not hold Mm 
responsible for any leaks in this regard. 

3. In response to Mr. Maury, Mr. Pincns stated that perhaps 
it would help for the Agency to view these hearings as an opportunity 
to educate the Senators involved. It -was an effort by Senator 
Symhigton to get on the record the story of I3 .S. Involvement In 
various countries abroad and how we got there. He did not see how 
the stoi-y of Laos could be understood without the inclusion of CIA's 
activities and the role It has played. As for the transcript. Senator 
Symingion expects to be able to publish the results of his committee 
hearings and Mr. Pincus could net see how '’tOO pages could be 
missing”, ■ Mr. Jvtaury mentioned that in previous instances orrange* 

merits had been made for a "transcript v/ith custody by the Agency'*. 

?dr,- Paul appeared to have some difficulty with this and stated he 
would expect this to be Immediately available if this method was 
decided upcm and that "would we have some enlisted man prepared^to

and Paul appeared to appreciate t his point and stated there wore 
vjxj^Quig ways to get I [ inlo the hearing® without running 

the risk of exposure to the news reporters that would obviously be 
following this hearing very closely. Mr. Plncus then mentioned there 
would be TV cameras outside Uso hearing room at all times but that 
25X1 A Senators Fulbright and Syinlngton would probably make TV statements 
' after the various hearing sessiema and I I 'could remain 

behind and then slip oat a side door or otherwl®© inconspicuously 
wlthdrav/. Mr. Maury said that he would have to discuss the security 
protalemsi with Mr. Holms.

4 . I 1 then questioned Messrs. Pincus and Paul on 

the general area of questioning that would be Included in the hearing. 
Mr. Pincus stated that we would be provided \vlth a detailed 
qucstlonnalro early in the week of 22 September. We are to prepare a 
etatoment based on this queetisKmair© but not necessarily limited to 
it. Both Messrs, Plncus and Paul felt that we may want to expand on 
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some of the questions that would be asked in the questionnaire and 
include other aspects which might occur to us. They felt the 
questlonln:^ by the Senators would be free Hov/ing and would not be 
limited to the questions In the queEtioanairc, They noted that any 
Senator present could ask any qaeptioa ho wished. We have been 
given a dispensation of submitting one copy of the prepared statement 
iiiaiead of the norraally required 35 copies. Mr. Pincus stated that* 
since tiie prepared statement would probably be fairly lengthy, they 
would expect a summary which would he read by | | giving 

the OBsentials of the information contained in the prepared statement. 
Both Mr, Pin cuo and Mr. Paul stated several times that, since

want to introduce an additional olficer or officers who are more 
qualified to report on and discuss questieas concerning the early 
history of CIA’s involvemeat in Laos, Heither Mr, Maury nor

7. Mr, Pincus returned to the problem of how the record could 
be made puljllc and obviously scorned conceited over mr reservations 
on the Inclusion ol any CIA transcript. Mr. Pincus stated there will 
a^ve to bo a published transcript cn Laos bat obviously he had not 
thpugiit through the problems that would occur by having a CIA 
witness. :

9. Mr, Maury then provided Mr. Paul with information on 
several subjects that had been previously submitted to Mr. M&nry for 
answers. The meeting appeared to end fairly amicably and we were 
promised the detailed qacstlohnalre as soon as possible with the 
proviso that we would be able to seek fhrtbor clariHcation of any 
qusstiems as necessary.
